The Sullivan and Tug Wilson Glove 
Contest, 
NRW] York, July 17. 

The vicinity of Madison Square 
Garden was a perfect ocean of human- 
ity, this evening, attracted by the an- 
nouncement that within the walls of 
the garden Sullivan, the champion of 
America, and Tug Wilson, the cham- 
pion of England, would have a glove 
fight. In the center of the building 


was a 44-foot ring, five feet above the 
floor, Sixteen thousand people were 
in the garden. 

At 9:30 Wilson and Sullivan—the 
first accompanied by Arthnr Cham- 
bers and George Holden and the latter 
by Billy Madden and Joe Goss—ap- 
peared in the ring. The betting at 
this time stood 100 to 75 in favor ef 
Sullivan. Both were stripped to the 
waist. Harry Hill was chosen referee. 

There were four rounds to be fought 
under the Marquis of Queensbury 
rules, three minutes each, one minute 

rest, and ten seconds in case of being 
knocked down, for the fallen man to 
get up. If Wilson should fight four 
rounds Sullivan engaged to pay him 
$1,000 and half the gate money.
